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The invention is in the field of medicine, specifically surgery, and is a device for 
the application of surgical sutures. 

A device for the application of surgical sutures in the form of suture thread with 
two needles attached to the ends is well known. The device in question, like ordinary 
thread with a single needle, requires considerable time for the application of sutures, and 
since it is impossible to draw two threads at once with a single needle puncture, for 
drawing through the second thread, a second needle puncture is required, which will 
result, in addition, in some additional trauma to the tissues. 

The device presented here is distinguished by the fact that needles are attached 
along the length of the thread with the spacing necessary for formation of the suture. 
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The device for the application of surgical sutures in accordance with this 
invention is presented in the drawing. It is constructed in the form of suture thread 1 to 
which needles 2 are attached with the spacing necessary for the formation of the suture. 

The device presented here makes it possible to apply the sutures as follows: the 
tissue sections to be connected 3 and 4 are punctured by the needles 2, and after the 
threads have been drawn through, the needles are cut off. The ends formed, 5 and 6, 7 
and 8, etc., are connected to each other, and separate knotted sutures are formed. 

Due to the decrease in the number of needle punctures, the time required for 
forming the sutures is reduced. In this process, due to the absence of sections between 
the individual knotted sutures, high connection strength is ensured. 



Claims 

A device for the application of surgical sutures, in the form of suture thread with 
needles, characterized by the fact that for reducing the time required for the application of 
several sutures arranged in sequence and strengthening the connection, the needles are 
attached along the length of the thread with the spacing required for the formation of the 
suture. 
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
